WASHINGTON, Oct. 24—A 
witness who said he had been 
a “labor spy” for the Whirlpool 
Co. at its Marion ‘Ohio) plant 
told Senate investigators today 
that he abandoned this. work 
because the activity ‘required 
of him was “too vicious.” 


Charles A. Litell appeared 
before the Senate committee 
investigating improper  prac- 
tices by labor and management 
to tell what he knew of a com- 
pany-sponsored drive to ‘keep 
the United Automobile Work- 

s from organizing the Whirl- 
pool plant in 1955 and 1956. 

His testimony was in direct 
contradiction to that given yes- 
terday by Theodore Hufert, in- 
dustrial relations director of 
the Marion plant, who said that 
he was unaware that any anti- 
union tommittees were at work 
among the employes. 

Hufert was confronted with 
evidence that he paid the la- 
bor relations consulting firm 
operated by Nathan Sheffer- 
man. who has been identified 
as a “union-buster,” $28,522 
during the period the LAW 
was trying to organize the 
plant. 

Fee for Another Purpose. 

Hufert contended the fees 
were for the services of a Dr 
Louis Checov, Shefferman 
employe, to administer “adapt- 
ibility” and “human equation” 
tests to present. and prospec- 
tive employes 


Of the total paid Sheffer- 
man, $12.847 was for “ex- 
penses’” Checov incurred for 


“entertainment” 
ai the plant. 

Hufert told the 
under oath he has no idea what 
committees Checov spent the 
money on.

AFL-CIO Council Told

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 — 
The leadership of the Team- 


sters union asked the AFL-CIO 
executive council today to defer 
action for one year on its 
threatened ouster of the 1,400.- 
000-member union from the na- 
tional federation on charges of 
corruption.

these groups on the Teamsters

As the meeting 
overyhelming majority of the 
council members were under- 
stood to be favoring a course 
of suspending the Teamsters 
today and recommending ex- 
pulsion of the union at the 
Atlantic Citv (N.J.) convention 
of the AFL-CIO federation 
early in Decembere. 

Teamster Statement. 

The Teamster leaders: pre- 
sented a statement to the coun- 
cil embodying the request for 
a one-year trial period, but 
insisted at the same time that 
the organization now meets the 
standards for ethical union 
practices set forth in the AFL- 
ClO constitution 

They claimed however, 
reforms instituted at the 
union's national convention at 
Miami Beach, Fla., earlier this 
month, through amendments 
to the Teamsters constitution. 
could not be put into effect 
because of an _ injunction 
granted yesterday in United 
States District Court here 
The injunction, granted on pe- 
tition of 13 rank-and-file mem- 
bers. bars Hoffa and other 
newly elected officers from as- 
suming power, and also re- 
quires the union to continue 
to operate in strict observance 
of the 1952 constitution

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP) 
—The Air Force said today it 
has successfully fired an ex- 


perimental rocket designed to 
reach out into space 1000 miles 
or more 

And there were ‘unofficial 
reports that a second apparent- 
lv successful firing had been 
made in scientific experiments 
conducted at Eniwetok atoll in 
the central Pacific. 

However, Air Force head- 
quarters here gave no im- 
mediate details on the first 
reported firing. Nor did it 
confirm reports of a double 
success in the effort to hurl 
an object further out into 
space than any man-made 
device had gone before 

Thor IL.R.B.M. Fired. 

The Air Force also an- 
nounced that the Thor inter- 
mediate-range ballistic missile 
was test-fired from the Cape 
Canaveral (‘Fla.) site shortly 
after noon today. 

This was the seventh test- 
firing of the Thor 1500-mile 
range missile developed by the 
Air Force. 

The Air Force said the “mis- 
sile flew its prescribed course 
and landed in the pre-selected 
impact area.” 


This meant that the Thor 
traveled the full 1500-mile dis- 
tance specified by the design 


of the werpon. The impact area 
was in the Atlantic ocean be- 
tween the northern tip of 
South America and the west- 
ernmost tip of Africa. 

Two of the Thor missiles 
fired so far have been virtual 
failures, with the others rated 
from satisfaetory to excellent. 

The firing of the Thor and 
the reports of the Far Side 
project rocket shoots came as 
the United States claimed 
other new gains in science and 
weaponry to recover some of 
the prestige lost to Soviet tech- 
nology in recent weeks. 

At. Least 1000 Miles High. 


The United States chalked 
up these developments yester- 
day: 

1. Fired a rocket from a 
balloon floating 100,000 feet 
above the Eniwetok atoll. The 
Air Force said it was a suc- 
cess. While technical records of 
the shot were lacking, the 
claim that the firing was a 
success seemed to mean the 
rocket had shot up not less 
than 1000 miles. The original 
announcement on the project 
said the objective was to launch 
rockets to an altitude between 
1000 and 4000 miles. 

A successful launching would 
mean it rose to at least 1000 
miles. One officer familiar with 
the tests said it's possible the 
rocket may have soared be- 
yond the 4000-mile goal.

to other posts, Ketchum said 

Supervision of Jefferson 
county has been taken over by 
Morris H. Eberhart of Jackson. 
who also supervises control in 
St. Francois county, it was an- 


nounced. To balance the en- 
forcement areas. Ketchum 
shifted Washington county 


from the Cape Girardeau area 
to the Jefferson City District 

After the Post-Dispatch re- 
ported gambling and liquor vio- 
lations in Jefferson and Frank- 
line counties, Gov.

Ketchum then issued 
orders for an enforcement 
drive.

NAHA, Okinawa. Oct. 24 
(UP) — Typhoon Judy. with 
winds in excess of 150 miles

Nearly 50,000 American 
fighting men and close to 1.- 
000,000 Okinawans battened 
down in the face of the big- 
gest storm of the year. The 
typhoon's center was 360 miles 
southeast of Okinawa, moving 
northwest at 17 miles an hour. 

The storm was 350 miles 
across — and the latest fix 
made by the weather warning 
center showed it was moving 
dead on this island. 

(In Fuchu, Japan, the United 
States Fifth Air Force re- 
ported it expected the typhoon 
to hit the island within the 
next 24 hours.)

Both scientists have won the 
Nobel prize in physics, Comp- 
ton in 1927 and Bohr in 1922 
Bohr’s award was for his in- 
vestigations of the structure of 
atoms and atomic radiation. 

Later, in 1939, he contrib- 
uted to the understanding of 
the nuclear fission observations 
of Otto Hahn and Lise Meitner 
by identifying the fissioning 
isotope as uranium 235. Bohr 
and Dr. John A. Wheeler pro- 
posed a theory of nuclear fis- 
sion which, in its main outline, 
is the basis for the present 
understanding of the fission 
process.

|HOW BRITISH HANDLE 


JUVENILE. VIOLATORS 


Juveniles convicted of law 
violations in England are sent 
to “approved schools” designat- 
ed by the Home Office instead 
of being placed in confinement, 
Mrs. Kathleen Teare, a British 
justice of ‘the peace, said here 
today. 

Mrs. Teare spent yesterday 
afternoon visiting with Circuit 
Judge Michael J. Scott observ- 
ing court procedures in the 
handling of juvenile cases. She 
is the wife of Dr. Donald Teare, 
a consultant pathologist to Scot- 
land Yard, who delivered five 
lectures here this week. 

Court cases involving juve- 


niles in England are handled by | 
a panel of three justices of the | 
peace rather than by a single | 
judge as is the American cus- 


tom, Mrs. Teare said. 


“Another difference between : 


courts in the two countries is 
that justices of the peace in 
England need not be lawyers,” 
she stated. “When legal infor- 
mation is needed, justices ob- 
tain it from the clerk of their 


court.” 


Mrs. Teare, 44 years old, not- 
ed, somewhat wryly, another 
difference. English justices re- 
ceive no compensation, she 
said. “The appointment is 
viewed as quite an honor,” she 
added. 


Mrs. Teare has been a justice 
\of the peace for the past four 


years, under appointment by 
the Lord Chancellor. She said 


/her docket averages about 30 


cases daily, most of them in- 
volving juveniles and most con- 
cerned with petty thievery, as- 
sault and runaways.

It is my in- 
tention to stay in private life.” 

Mr. Eisenhower named 
Brownell to his Cabinet after 
the New Yorker managed. his 
1952 presidential campaign. 
Brownell also managed the 
1948 and 1944 presidential bids 
of former Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey 6f New York. 

Rogers also has a tie from 
the past with Dewey. In Janu- 
ary 1938 he went work as 
assistant district attorney in 
New York county in the office 
of Dewey, who then was a 
racket-busting district attorney. 

Like Brownell, Rogers is a 
political strategist. He was one 
of Nixon’s chief advisers in the 
1952 campaign. 

When Mr. Eisenhower suf- 
fered a heart attack Sept. 24, 
1955, Nixon went into seclusion 
at the Rogers home in nearby 
Bethesda, Md. Reporters 
searched in vain for the Vice 
President until he returned to 
his own home the next day. 

The Vice President's choice 
of a hide-away led to specula- 
tion at the time that he and 
Rogers might have discussed 
ways in which to keep the 
government operating while 
the President was disabled. 

Letter to ‘Dear Herb.’ 

Mr. Eisenhower, in a “Dear 
Herb” letter to Brownell, said 
he and members of the Cabi- 
net “will all share a deep sense 
of loss at your departure.” 

The President said Brownell’s 
Cabinet assignment in 1953 
had been “extremely challeng- 
ing” and added: 

“The real worth, indeed the 
very existence of a republic 
like ours stems from prompt 
accomplishment of justice, 
complete integrity in adminis- 
tering it, and’ a sturdy sense 
of fairness to all concerned. 
That these principles have 
been evidence in the work of 
the Department of Justice in 
recent years is a shining trib- 
ute to your effective leader- 
ship, steadfastness of purpose, 
and your own devotion to 
principle.” 

Southerners who commented 
on the change in the Justice 
Department generally applaud- 
ed Brownell’s imminent de- 
parture. Some voiced the 
opinion Rogers would be an 
improvement. 

Nixon, campaigning in New 
Jersey for Republican guber- 

torial candidate Malcolm S. 
Forbes, praised Brownell for 
making “oné of the most out- 
standing records of any Attor- 
ney General in our history.” 

At the same time, Nixon ex- 
pressed confidence that Rogers 
“will make an exceptional 
record.”

‘No’ to a Single District 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In several of your recent edito- 
rials you have commented favor- 
ably upon the proposed special 
school district for handicapped 
children in St. Louis county. 

You are to be commended for 
our support of this worthy cause. 
ut why must you use this proposal 

to attempt to prove that there is 
also a need for a single countywide 
general school district? 

The principal reason for this 
proposition is not that the various 
school districts of the county can- 
not afford this type of education, 
but rather that there are too few 
pupils of the same age having sim- 
ilar impairments in any one dis- 
trict to make it economically pos- 
sible to provide for them. 

It should be pointed out, since 
you make no mention of it, that 
several of the existing 29 districts 
make excellent provision for the 
mentally handicapped, although 
they are unable to provide for the 
physically handicapped. 

You ask how many districts can 
afford to offer adequate vocational 
training, and you go on paren- 
thetically to imply that they are 
interested only in college prepar- 
atory work. If you will check into 
the course offerings of the districts, 
you will find most, if not all, offer 
vocational courses. 

Communities of St. Louis county 
vary greatly in educational needs 
and objectives. One district would 
find it extremely difficult to meet 
these varying needs and to provide 
for the different objectives. - Ad- 
mittedly there is need for further 
reorganization in the county, but 
it has hardly been proved conclu- 
sively that consolidation into one 
county-wide district is the solution. 

I write this as one who has been 
active in St. Louis county education 
for the past seven years. I am em- 
ployed in one of the larger, but 
poorer, districts which offers what 
is recognized in many quarters as 
an.excellent program. Before you 
would steam-roller us into some- 
thing which has by no means 
proved to be the solution, make a 
much more comprehensive study 
of the several alternative solutions.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Post-Dispatch has noticed 
the decay in Vandeventer place, 
especially as is evident in the dis- 
repair of the street. For over six 
months, here in midtown—just off 
Grand boulevard and adjacent to 
the $12,000,000 Veterans’ Admin- 
istration Hospital—we have been in 
the same state as the most prim- 
itive rural area, with no illumina- 
tion at night in the park or street.

Poelker, when he =ad the vacant 
lots cleared of weeds and 10 years’ 
accumulation of debris. 

Possibly his interest encouraged 
the Juvenile Court people to notice 
this property with favor.

Where Did the Money Go?

President Eisenhower's decision to schedule 
half a dozen speeches in coming weeks could 
mean one of two things. It could mean that he 
is assuming personal command of defense and 
foreign policy, Intends to exert a far more direct 
leadership of his Administration than he has 
dont in recent months, and is going to tell the 
people about it as he goes along. 

Or the decision could mean that the missiles 
program in particular and the Administration in 
general are going to jog along pretty much as 
they have been doing, while the President dis- 
penses soothing syrup in the shape of speeches 
by his newly transferred propaganda specialist, 
Arthur Larson. 

We regret to say that on the record as it 
stands to date the second possibility is a more 
realistic one than the first. It would be unfair, 
however, to prejudge the Presfdent’s program. 
A more active role of any kind is to be wel- 
comed. The country should prepare to hear 
him with attention and respect, in the hope that 
he will genuinely take the people into his confi- 
dence, genuinely offer them the positive leader- 
ship for which they yearn. ; 

If Mr. Eisenhower will take soundings he will 
discover, we are convinced, that the people do 
not want to be “reassured,” in the sense of being 
fed a diet of narcotic pap. They are ready for 
the truth, ready for whatever effort is required 
to re-establish the Western power and prestige 
which the Soviets have been nibbling at with 
their political victories and their scientific and 
military gains. 

~ . * 

Whether Mr. Eisenhower is responding to, or 
endeavoring to offset, an anticipated congres- 
sional investigation, there is no question that 
the investigation should go forward, and on the 
soundest, most positive, most searching plane. 
What is needed is not a partisan post-mortem of 
past failures and mistakes, but a forward-looking 
examination of the all-important question, 
“What now?” 

Let the nation admit frankly that Soviet suc- 
cesses with satellite and missile have turned 
the balance of military power in Moscow's favor, 
and that nobody in the West likes it. The ques- 
tion is what the best brains available agree 
should be done to restore the balance—by way 
of reorganizing the missile program, of unify- 
ing the armed forces, of improving the defense 
establishment in other ways, of fully utilizing 
the nation’s pool of scientific capacity. 

The ideal agency for such an investigation 
would be a nonpartisan and nonpolitical select 
commission, composed of citizens of the very 
highest standing, who would conduct indepen- 
dent inquiries free of any bias on either the 
legislative or executive side. To set up such a 
commission would, however, consume precious 
time. Congress would be most reluctant to 
establish it at all and the head of the Admin- 
istration under review would not be the most 
suitable appointing authority. For practical rea- 
sons as well as political, then, the responsibility 
devolves upon Congress.

Can Congress conduct the kind of serious in- 
quiry that will command respect without getting 
bogged down in a partisan wrangle pointed at 
the 1958 elections? We believe it can. At least, 
like the President, Congress should not be pre- 
judged. It has many members able to review 
the defense needs of the country competently 
and penetratingly without putting partisan poli- 
tics ahead of national security. Let us hope 
and trust that such membérs will control the 
investigation.

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No Job for the States 

playor Tucker's major thesis before the House 
Subcommittee on Intergovernmental Relations 
will strike most reasonable men as substantial 
and valid. The Mayor called for continued fed- 
eral grants to the cities in such fields as urban 
renewal and public housing on the ground that 
transfer of these programs from federal to state 
auspices would mean their abandgnment. 

So it would. The states do not have the kind 
of money necessary to support such substantial 
undertakings. Even if by some kind of fiscal 
fluke they did find themselves sufficiently well 
off to provide the necessary financing, it is dif- 
ficult to believe that the ordinary rural-domi- 
nated Legislature would be willing to pour all 
that money into the cities.

egates spent most of their legislative hours lob- 
bying through petty pay rises for their political 
cronies in the city’s state-controlled offices.

St. Louis is fortunate indeed that urban re- 
newal and public housing have been financed 
by the Federal Government. Had the city been 
forced to rely on the state for help, it would 
have had a long, long wait.

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‘Mr. Dodge Is Unbothered 

What are the ideas of ethics in Government 
service which are emerging from the Dixon- 
Yates damage suit trial? The testimony of Jo- 
seph M. Dodge, for one, presents a rather clear 
attitude. 

Mr. Dodge was Director of the Budget, the 
financial right arm of the President, from Janu- 
ary 1953 to April 1954. It was by the Bureau 
of the Budget that Adolphe H. Wenzell was 
employed as a consultant while continuing to 
serve the First Boston Corp., an investment 
house which hoped to profit from the prospec- 
tive contract on which its employe was advising 
the Government. 

An alleged conflict of interest between Mr. 
Wenzell’s dual roles forms the basis of the 
Government’s resistance to the suit. 

Mr. Dodge testified in the United States 
Court of Claims that while he knew of Mr. 
Wenzell’s dual roles, they did not worry him, 
because the financing of the project was up to 
the contracting private syndicate—Dixon-Yates 
—and not the direct concern of the Government. 

This is a hand-washing approach to public re- 
sponsibility which, if applied generally through- 
out the Government, could be disastrous. 

Favored companies would profit from Gov- 
ernment contracts whose terms their own em- 
ployes helped write, no other company would 
have a look-in, and the public would have no 
protection against excessive charges on the pub- 
lic purse—as long as the deal were made through 
an intermediary. 

Mr. Dodge’s distinction is a distinction without 
a difference. The financing of Dixon-Yates was 
a direct concern of the Government, because the 
Government would eventually have to pay for 
it. It had, in fact, to be approvetl by the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission — evidence 
enough of concern. 

The conflict of interest alleged in the pending 
case is serious enough. More serious still, it 
seems to us, is the complacency which Mr. 
Dodge expresses toward hiring the seller to 
advise the buyer. 
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Troublemaker No. 1 


If a contest were being held to determine the 
No. 1 troublemaker in the United States today, 
first place unquestionably would go to Marvin 
Griffin, who is now trying to turn Houston into 
another Little Rock. 

In late August, Georgia's Governor went to 
Little Rock and made a public address urging 
defiance of the Supreme Court and the Little 
Rock School Board, which had adopted a pro- 
gram of gradual compliance with the public 
school desegregation decision. That sparked the 
action of Gov. Faubus in putting the Arkansas 
National Guard around the Central High School, 
which in turn created tension where none had 
existed before. 

Now Gov. Griffin has made a trip to Houston, 
scene last week of a federal court order almost 
identical to that in Little Rock. Denouncing the 
Supreme Court decision as a “treasonable mis- 
carriage of justice,” he has publicly challenged 
anyone “to tell him that it is the law of the 
land.” Texans, so he says, should join “in re- 
sisting encroachment upon their blood-won 
rights.” 

Surely the good sense of the people of Hous- 
ton will prevent the repetition there of the 
tragic experience of Little Rock. Just the same 
it is risky business for Gov. Griffin to be going 
about the South sowing the wind. Any commu- 
nity that invites him to make a speech in his 
present frame of mind is not just asking for 
trouble, it is shouting for it. 
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France and Finland and Finances 

For the second time in the three-week-old 
French Cabinet crisis, President Coty has asked 
Guy Mollet to form a government. The former 
Premier has accepted and there is the hopeful 
forecast that he will be given a vote of confi- 
dence next Monday. 

If enough splinters in the National Assembly 
are bound up to give Socialist Mollet a coalition 
majority, the problem of what to do about fi- 
nances will at once confront him. Leaders of 
the Workers Force say they will give a new 
Cabinet eight days and then call a series of 
strikes if it does not come to grips with the 
fiscal problems that plague France. Other labor 
groups have served similar notice. 

France recently engaged in a partial devalua- 
tion of its currency. Finland not long ago took 
a stronger dose and slashed the dollar exchange 
on its finnmark by approximately 40 per cent. 
The old Finnish rate was officially 231 marks 
to the dollar but this had been undercut to 330 
for tourists. Maintenance officially of the old 
rate hurt the sale of timber, wood pulp and ma- 
chinery in Great Britain and Western Europe. 
Now the rate is 321 and the prospect is that the 
decline in Finnish trade—and modern Finland 
could not survive without foreign trade—will be 
reversed. 

In the Algerian war, France has a drain that 
Finland has not had to bear. But eventually a 
French Cabinet will have to meet the disparity 
in revenue and expenditures—that Is, if a Cab- 
inet can survive long enough.

Both the Taft-Hartley Act and the 
Railway Labor Act, the two major fed- 
eral laws dealing with labor relations, 
permit the execution of collective bar- 
gaining agreements which require 
membership in a labor organization as 
a condition of employment. 

The Taft-Hartley Act, however, con- 
tains a specific provision which writes 
into the statute the interpretation af- 
forded the Wagner Act on this point, 
that is, that authority is reserved to 
the states to pro 
hibit the making of 
agreements that 
compel member- 
ship in a labor or- 
ganization as a con- 
dition of employ- 
ment. Eighteen 
states have laws ef- 
fecting this. 

These laws are 
commonly referred 
to as right-to-work 
laws, inferring the 
right to work with- 
out joining a labor 
union. 

The Railway La- 
bor Act permits agreements that com- 
pel membership in a labor organiza- 
tion as a condition of employment 
“notwithstanding any other provisions 

. of any other statute or law... 
of any state.” Thus, state laws lend 
no protection to employes covered by 
the Railway Labor Act. Relief for this 
group must come from Congress. 


In the Political Field . 


Union officials engage themselves 
and their unions in the field of poli- 
tics extensively. This activity is not 
limited to rendering financial assist- 
ance to candidates, but includes actual 
election campaigning by officers and 
others on “union time” and at union 
expense, union-paid publicity through 
the press, radio, TV, union-mail- 
ing of pamphiets and flyers, research 
assistance by union employes, assist- 
ance in the preparation of speeches 
and in the drafting of legislative bills 
by union personnel, and a myriad of 
other chores that only a full-time, 
well-financed organization can accom- 
plish. 

Too, union officials repeatedly tes- 
tify before congressional committees, 
professing to speak for the union 
membership on legislative proposals 
which include the farm program, pub- 
lic housing, bower development, school 
construction, civil rights, and other 
highly controversial issues.

It is entirely within reason that 
such an employe might consider him- 
self to be a “captive passenger” on 
the union train. 

He is a captive passenger when his 
money is used to support a politician 
whom he personally opposes, or eco- 
nomic principles and legislation to 
which he is opposed, or to satisfy the 
whims and private interests of the 
union leadership. 


Wagner and Taft-Hartley Acts 


He is a captive passenger when the 
skill and efficiency he exhibits in his 
work is sacrificed to the union god 
seniority, or when money is taken 
from his pay envelope to set up an 
unemployment fund for the “habitual- 
ly unemployed.” 

He is a captive passenger when his 
money is used to “educate” union 
membets in economic ideas foreign to 
those in which he believes, and when 
he is forced to join and support an 
organization in which he considers 
membership more of a burden than 
any benefit that might accrue to him. 

The heart of the Wagner Act, and 
carried over into the Taft-Hartley Act, 
is protection of “the exercise by work- 
ers of full freedom of association.” 
For a moment, consider what this 
“freedom of association” really means. 
Most assuredly it means protection of 
the right to associate. Likewise, it 
should mean protection of the right 
to an alternative—the right not to as- 
sociate. Because, if there is no alter- 
native—no right not to associate—the 
right to associate is not a right at all, 
for freedom implies the right to 
choose an alternative.

EARTH IS ROOM ENOUGH, by Isaae 
Asimov. (Doubleday, 192 pgs., $2.95.) 


It's always startling to discover 
something new in a writer whom 
you've come to take very much for 
granted and such is the reaction to 
this collection of stories by Dr. Asi- 
mov who has been ene of the main- 
stays of science fiction. 


In the past Dr. Asimov (who is 
associate professor of bio-chemistry at 
College) has been 
known for massively intellectual ideas 
of galactic sweep and significance and 
somehow few have realized that this 
same man is also a sensitive and 
gifted writer of stories with the most 
subtle of emotional nuances. 


As illustrations of this unknown 
Asimov, the present collection offers 
“Satisfaction Guaranteed,” a love 
story with a fragile poignancy that 
could easily have become maudlin in 
lesser hands; “The: Fun They Had,” 
with a theme that might have been 
trivial but for the delicacy of Asi- 
mov’s emotional insight; ahd “Some- 
day,” with its disturbing blend of the 
wistful, the ironic, and the frightening.

the present one); and in “Dreaming 
Is a Private Thing” (there will always 
be a conflict between true artistic in-

Here you'll. find the madde 
waggish Asimov (sans the outrageous 
puns to which he is addicted) in such 
stories as “The Message,” “Jokester,”

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RESERVE BANK 
EASES PRESSURE 
ON MEMBERS

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 — 
The Federal Reserve System 
has decided to ease the tough- 
ness with which it has been 
applying its tight money pol- 


cy. 

The decision does not in-| 
volve, as yet, any change in 
the basic policy of restraint. 
It is a significant switch to- 
ward less pressure on the na- 
tion’s banking system. It could 
mean some lowering in short- 
term interest rates and some 
easing in the availability of 
credit. | 

The decision has been taken, 
according to authoritative 
sources, for these reasons: 

1. The Federal Reserve is 
aware of some of the fac- 
tors indicating a slackening 
in general business activity 
in the months ahead. It be- 
lieves that the basic business 
picture is still strong, but 
it is also aware of the “down- 
side” factors that have lately 
received such prominence. 

2. The Federal Reserve 
thinks that many of the re- 
sults its policy was designed 
to achieve have occurred or 
are ‘occurring. It believes 
that the dangerous exuber- 
ance of the boom, with its 
inflationary results, has 
largely evaporated. 

3. The Federal Reserve is 
aware of the marked switch 
in business psychology—as 
distinct from business sta- 
tistics—away from optimism 
and toward pessimism. This 
psychological switch is an- 
other reason why inflation- 
ary pressures appear much 
less formidable. The recent 
sharp decline in the stock 
market is probably the best 
evidence of this change. The 
stock market yesterday re- 
gained some of its losses. 

Not So Heavily. 

One official described the 
change in emphasis of Federal | 
Reserve policy in these terms: 

“We have, as everybody 
knows, been leaning against 
the wind rather heavily—the 
wind being, of course, boom 
and inflation. Now I think we'll 
just lean a little less heavily, | 
while not changing the direc- | 


tion in which we are leaning.” 

A basic change in policy 
would involve a reduction in 
the Federal Reserve's discount 
rate. This is the rate it 
charges member banks that are 
forced to borrow from the 
Federal Reserve. This is not 
yet in sight. 

How It Will Work. 

Instead. the change will be 
much more subtle. It will work 
something like this: 

Each week the Federal Re- 
serve buys or sells short-term 
Government securities in the 
open market. A purchase adds 
funds to the banking system 
and a sale reduces them. 

Also each week a number of 
other factors, not under the 
Federal Reserve's control, af- 
fect the funds (called reserves) 
available to the banks. Each 
week, therefore, the Federal 
Reserve sets a sort of target 
for the reserves it wants avail- 
able for the banks and con- 
ducts its own buying or selling 
in such a way that, with the 
other factors, the desired re- 


sult will be achieved as closely 
as possible. 

Under the tight money pol-| 
icy as carried out up to now, 
the target each week appears. 
to have been about $500,000,- | 
000 of “net borrowed re-| 
serves.” This means that the| 
banking system as a whole is 
forced to be a net borrower 
from the Federal Reserve by 
this amount. When the banks 
are this heavily in debt “at the 


Fed.,” they are restrained in 
their own lending and invest- 
ing. 

Under a policy of lessened 
pressure, the target for net 
borrowed reserves will pre- 


sumably be set somewhat low- | 
This will correspondingly | 


er. 
ease the pressure on the banks. 

What the technicians call 
“the direction of error” is an- 
other way of describing the 
shift. 
tions, the Federal Reserve 
knows that it can never guess 
exactly what the 
bank reserves of the forces 


other than its own operations | 


will be. Thus its own buying 
and selling involves sorfie esti- | 
mating and guesswork. 

When the tight-money pres- 
sure is heavily on, the instruc- 
tions to the day-to-day oper- 
ating officials are to “make 
your errors on the side of 
tightness.” It is probable— 
though the official orders are 
secret— that current instruc- 
tions have been changed to 
“make your errors on the side 
of ease.” 

In practical terms, this could 
mean that some weeks would 
see net borrowed reserves 
down to $100,000,000 or lower. 

Still another way the Fed- 
eral Reserve may carry out its 
shifted policy can be described 
in these terms: 

Each fall there is a seasonal 
upturn in legitimte business 
borrowing from the banks, and 
hence a need for a seasonal in- 
crease in new funds supplied 
by the Federal Reserve.

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Italian Doctor Wins Nobel Prize 
For Developing Anti-Histamines 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 24 (AP) 
—The 1957 Nobel prize for 
medicine was awarded today to 
Dr. Daniel Bovet, Swiss-born 
Italian scientist who pioneered 
in the development of anti-his- 
tamines and turned the poi- 
soned arrow into a tool for the 
surgeon. 

The award, approximately 
$42,000, from the foundation 
established by dynamite in- 
ventor Alfred Nobel, is the first 
Nobel prize to Italian medicine 
in half a century. The selection 
was made by Sweden's Royal 
Caroline Institute of Medicine. 


MRE who brought word 
of the award to the 50-year- 
old scientist’s home in Rome 
were told he was in bed recov- 
ering from Asian flu. His wife 
said he “has been working very, 
very hard” on studies of the 
effects of tranquilizers on hu- 
mans. 


Bovet for years sought a 
check against histamine, the ro 
ritant whose release in the 
body by pollen or other dis- 
turbing factors causes hay 
fever, rash, eczema, asthma and 
other allergies, 

In 1937, with a Swiss col- 
league, he produced the first 


anti-histamine, 929F or thy- 
moxy-ethyl-diethylamine. This 
pioneer work, the Nobel founda- 
tion said, together with similar 
experiments in other parts of 
the world, led to the develop- 
ment of the all-embracing field 
of anti-histamines. 


After his work on allergies 


Bovet took up the search for 
an anesthetic which would sub- 
ject the tient to less strain 
and at the same time permit 
complete muscular relaxation 
for periods of extensive sur- 
gery. 

His experiments and _ re- 
search led him to curare, used 
by South American Indians to 
poison their darts and first 
a to Europe by Sir Wal- 

ter Raleigh in the sixteenth 
century. 

He discovered that curare, 
by controlled injection into the 


blood stream, produced a pa- 
ralysis which was ideal for 
some kinds of surgery. Sub- 
sequently Bovet developed a 
series of synthetic curare 
drugs which are now consid- 
ered landmarks in the history 
of anesthetics. 


Bovet did part of his work 
at the Pasteur Institute in 
Paris, then went to the staff 
of the Italian Health Institute 
in Rome, where he now heads 
the pharmacology department. 
— an Italian citizen in 

One of Bovet’s chief aids in 
his work on curare was his 
wife, Philomena Nitti. She is 
the daughter of the late Fran- 
cesco Nitti, former Italian 
Prime Minister who went into 
exile during the Fascist 
regime. 

Winners of the Nobel prizes, 
for medicine, literature, phys- 


ics and chemistry will receive 
the awards from King Gustaf 
Adolf of Sweden Dec. 10, anni- 
versary of the death of Nobel. 
The peace prize winner, for- 
mer Canadian Foreign Minis- 
ter Lester Pearson, will receive 
his award from King Olav of |- 
Norway the same day. 

The physics and chemistry 
awards will be announced next 
Thursday. French author Al- 
bert Camus won the literature 
prize last week.

AM one with Brillat-Savarin, 
the French gourmet of a 
couple of centuries ago when 
he writes, “...1I believe firmly 
that the whole gallinaceous 
race was created for the sole 
purpose of filling our larders 
and enriching our banquets.” 


The eminent gourmet was 
fond of all types of fowl, but 
one of his outstanding favorites 
was the turkey. He was wont 
to discourse at some length on 
the noble bird. “The turkey,” 
he wrote, “is certainly one of 
the most delightful presents 
which the new world has made 
to the old... When the vine 
tenders and the plowmen of 
our countryside want to treat 
themselves td a party on a long 
winter night, what do you see 
roasting over the bright kitch- 
en fire where the table is laid? 
A turkey. When the practical 
mechanic or the artisan brings 
a few of his friends together 
to celebrate some relaxation 
all the sweeter for being so 
rare, what is the traditional 
main dish that he offers?” You 
know. 

“And in our most renowned 
gastronomic circles, in those 
exclusive gatherings where 
politics must yield to disserta- 
tions on the sense of taste, 
what is it the guests wait for?

HERE is one brand of 

bread stuffing which merits 

anyone’s serious considera- 
tion. It's a brand they make 
down South, but instead of 
SOggY bread they use corn 
bread. Some southerners say 
they'd just as soon throw. away 
the turkey and fill up on the 
dressing. 

They make corn bread with a 
crisp crust. They break it up 
to make about four cups. In 
some butter they lightly saute 
a cup of chopped onion. They 
add this to the corn bread, 
followed by a cup of chopped 
celery. Then gently beat five 
eggs and stir them in and mix 
thoroughly, at the same time 
adding salt and pepper to 
taste. It’s larrupin’. 

Next week we'll come up with 
some more stuffing recipes, 
and in the space remaining 
here are some very important 
points: Don't add water or milk 
to your stuffings. If you have 
to add anything, add melted 
butter or a little rich con- 
somme made by boiling the 
neck and giblets with onion, 
celery and salt and pepper. 

Have plenty of. stuffing, 
rather than not enough. Casse- 
roles of it can be flavored with 
the consomme mentioned above 
and cooked in the same oven 
with the bird. When it’s cover- 
ed with that rich turkey gravy, 
you can't tell the difference.

A sealed indictment opened 
in Federal Court here named 
62 persons, 46 as defendants 
and 16 as co-conspirators, in a 
vast narcotics smuggling and 
distribution ring, that the Gov- 
ernment claimed, had since 1950 
brought into the United States 
$100,000,000 worth of heroin, 
cocaine and opium. The drugs, 
routed from the Middle East, 
were brought into the United 
States from France, Italy, 
South America, Mexico and 
Canada and sold in practically 
every major population center 
in this country. 

Of the 62 persons named in 
the indictment as either de- 
fendants or co-conspirators, 57 
have now been rounded up. 
Losing no ‘time, the Govern- 
ment will begin trial next Mon- 
day. 

“We got more big fish in this 
haul than ever before in his- 
tory,” United States Attorney 
Paul W. Williams said. “This 
is also the biggest haul of de- 
fendants ever made in a Nar- 
cotics roundup.” 

Biggest fish in the haul is 
big, balding Harry Stromberg, 
one-time boss of the numbers 
racket in Philadelphia and said 
to be a buddy of gambler 
Frank Costello. Charged in the 
indictment with being the 
mastermind of the multi- 
million dollar dope syndicate, 
Stromberg, alias Nig Rosen, al- 
legedly bankrolled the vast nar- 
cotics ring with a fortune he 
salted away in his numbers 
racket heyday in the City of 
Brotherly Love. 

Well known to the police, 
Stromberg has a record dating 
back to 1915 and as late as 
1950 was identified at a Senate 
inquiry as the gambling boss 
of Philadelphia. For the past 
year, Stromberg had been liv- 
ing quietly in a $300-a-month 
apartment on New York's 
fashionable East Side. Neigh- 
bors believed the polite, 54- 
year-old Russian-born Strom- 
berg to be either a dress manu- 
facturer or a broker. They 
were considerably surprised 
when he was named as the 
kingpin of a far-flung narcotics 
smuggling and distribution net- 
work responsible for more 
human misery than could ever 
be measured.

Trial Opens Monday of 62 Indicted 
In International Smuggling Case 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24. 


HREE YEARS AGO, United States Government agents, 
working with the police of 10 other countries, began an 
investigation of what they believed to be a multi-million- 
dollar international narcotics syndicate. 


Last month they were 


agents pieced together in amaz- 
ing detail the operations of the 
biggest dope syndicate ever un- 
covered. In the _ indictment 
there are details of dope trans- 
actions planned at such places 
as the Waldorf-Astoria and 
New York's swank Chateau- 
briand restaurant, And into the 
Government net fell three Unit- 
ed States Customs Service in- 
spectors, Herman Samnick, Saul 
Snyder, and Benjamin Danis. 
The three men are alleged to 
have sold out to the ring and 
one, Saul Snyder, is described 
as having actually delivered 
two suitcases containing about 
50 pounds of heroin worth 
$3,500,000 at retail value to a 
car parked on a certain street 
in Hoboken.

The 
syndicate, the Government 
claims, used Swiss banks, which 
assign a number to an account 
and never reveal the names of 
depositors. By depositing huge 
sums of money here to the 
credit of their Swiss bank num- 
ber, members of the syndicate 
were able to operate abroad 
through access to the equiva- 
lent of American dollars at the 
Swiss banks without fear of 
exposure. 

Mentioned in numerous 
places in the indictment is the 
name of one mysterious Pierre 
Lafitte, said to have partici- 
pated in a number of meetings 
with narcotics ring members 
in various bars and restaurants. 
Lafitte has not been arrested 
and the Government refuses to 
comment on Lafitte’s role in 
its great narcotics crackdown.

“Any comment on Lafitte 


might give away an aspect of 
the Government's case,” United 
States Attorney Williams 
plains.

Lafitte is a: man reputed to 
be one of the most amazing 
under-cover agents 
history. He is believed to ** 
the same person who turned 
Government informer v 
Ellis Island awaiting deporta- 
tion and thus helped to expose 
another large international 
narcotics ring some years back. 


Lafitte’s true name is said 
to be Jacques Voignier and he 
is regarded as one of the most 
colorful underworld figures of 
the age. He has used scores 
of aliases in several countries. 
About five feet nine inches tall 
and weighing around 4150 
pounds, Lafitte has

OW presumably the under-

on narcotics violators, Lafitte 
seems to have led something 
of a charmed life. He is said 
to have been marked for death 
for many years by men who 
went to jail through his testi- 
mony as an informer. 
Whatever Lafitte’s role in 
the present case, the Govern- 
ment is satisfied that it has 
tracked down the complete in- 
ternational organization of the 
narcotics syndicate that brought 
more than $100,000,000 worth 
of opium, heroin and cocaine 
into the United States in the 
last seven years. Narcotics of- 
ficials indicate that the three- 
year investigation was touched 
off with the arrest in 1953 of 
one Jean Laget, known as the 
Silver Fox. Laget was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in prison as 
a member of a dope ring that 
sold $250,000 worth of pure 
heroin in a six-month period. 
Although the multi-million- 
dollar ring on which the Gov- 
ernment has just cracked down 
is now thought to have been 


operating since 1950, United 
States Attorney Williams said 
that the intensive Government 
investigation began only three 
years ago. 

“The indictment exposed a 
complete international organ- 
ization, from the purchasing 


group in France to the finan- 
cial backers in the United 
States, and it includes the im- 
porters and the local and inter- 
state wholesale distributors,” 
Williams says.
